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Lessons from Spiritism. 


Skeptics and infidels have long boast- 
ed of themselves as rationalists, because 
they rejected what they called error. 
But of late years, large portions of 
these self-styled rationalists have be- 
come spiritists; and now, from what 
they call spiritual revelation, they ad- 
mit as undoubted truth, much which 
they once scouted or calmly laid aside. 


Some of these admissions are the fol- 


lowing: That there is a conscious exist- 
ence after death; that that existence in- 
volves great happiness and great mis- 
ery; that that happiness and misery are 
the true results of the manner of life 
here; that, as such, they are the re- 
wards and punishments of good or bad 
lives here; that the punishments may 
be intense, and also prolonged to hun- 
dreds of thousands, or, perhaps, to mill- 
ions of years; that there are wicked 
spirits in the spiritual world — actual 
devils, for devil means only wicked 
spirit; that man needs a revelation di- 
rectly from the spirit world, to aid him 
so to act here as to secure good both in 
this world and in that after death; that 
such a revelation is both reasonable and 
actual; that this revelation is, and must 
be, from a higher intelligence than man 
in this world possesses; that there are 
real prophecies of things which man in 
the body could not foresee; that there 
are real miracles which are wrought 
through spiritual agency, entirely above 
man’s unaided capacity alone in the 
body; that real miracles are within the 
range of rational belief, and are to be 
expected whenever there is good reason 
for them; finally, that men need to have 
presented before them here the fearful 
condition of the wicked hereafter, to 
influence them the most effectually pos- 
sible, to be upright, noble, and good. 
Here are thirteen great, solemn, or- 
thodox truths admitted by all spiritists. 
To reflect upon them, how fearful, in 
the possibilities they involve, do they 
appear! They awaken in the candid 
soul an earnest yearning for a sure rev- 
elation, definite and reliable, of so much 
of that great future as is best, and for 
some sure and sufficient help in avoid- 
ing the possible great evils, and in se- 
euring the possible great good of the 
endless, everlasting, eternal future. 
Oh! how can thinking men, boasting 
of the name rationalists— men of rea- 
son—feel satisfied, in view of such vast 
consequences in the future, to rely on 
the supposed testimony of finite spirits, 
as ignorant in respect to the infinite fu- 
ture as a few tens of years are less than 
eternity. No, no; the subject involves 
the interests of an infinite future, and 
no finite intelligence is in the least equal 
toit. There is a necessity of an infinite 
intelligence, knowifg the infinite fu- 
ture, to make known to us a revelation 
upon which reason can satisfactorily 
rely. There is an absolute need of a 
revelation from the Infinite Creator 
Himself, who, being infinite in knowl- 
edge, infinite in love, infinite in right- 
eousness, and infinite in power, is alone 
competent to give a revelation on which 
a reasonable man canrely. Yes, there 
is absolute need of just such a revela- 
tion as the orthodox mass receives in 
the Bible, proved to be from God by 
clearest evidence—by prophecy, by mir- 
acle, by history, by -science,. by art, by 
mathematics, by morals, by apparent 
discrepancy, by real agreement, by ex- 
perience, by all external and internal 
evidences, that the reason of a candid 
man can ask for. What unreasonable- 
ness, and what madness, to turn from 


such a revelation, to the fooleries of 
“modern spiritism, which, even if involv- 
- »ing'some truths, are yet as great heaps 


of manure, to which bees sometimes re- 


, sort, seemingly to obtain honey.

RELIGIOUS NOTES: | 
The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions of Boston and other localities in 
the State, met in convention the last 
week at Lowell, spending Wednesday 
and Thursday in one of the most pleas- 
ant gatherings ever held. From a re- 
port presented by’D. P. Rowland, Jr., 
it was shown that there were 109 asso- 
ciations in the State,with a membership 
of 13,854. Fifty-three associations have 
reading-rooms, thirty have held open- 
air meetings, seventeen have held daily 
prayer meetings, thirty-eight have held 
tri- or semi-weekly meetings, and fifty- 
one have held weekly prayer meetings. 
One association in the State has re- 
ported about four hundred conversions 
during the year. Mr. Rowland has ad- 
dressed 104 public meetings during the 
year, most of them, but not all, in 
Massachusetts. The money raised at 
the last Convention for carrying on the 
general work of the associations in the 
State was about $200, and Mr. Rowland 
urged the importance of having at least 
$1,500 or $2,000 placed at the disposal 
of the Corresponding member for the 

coming year. 


The first topic submitted for discus- 
sion— What shall be done.to reach the 


boys of eight to sixteen years of age?— 


was warmly discussed, the Rev, Horace 
James, of Lowell, being the most prom- 
inent speaker. He said that there was 
no better way for interesting and reach- 
ing boys than in attempting to reach 
both boys and girls. Children are 
substantially alike, and it will not do 
to neglect the girls by any means. 
Children must be interested, and one 
way of doing it is to speak to the boys 
and girls when you meet them. It 
costs nothing to utter a pleasant word, 
and it does great good to children. 
Their sports must be entered into with 
hearty sympathy; they must be taught 
to let tobacco and rum alone; they 
must be gathered into ‘‘ Bands of 
Hope,” ‘* Young Crusaders,” and simi- 
lar organizations, pledging them to 
avoid profanity, falsehood, impolite- 
ness,etc., and they must be encouraged 
to hold prayer meetings by themselves. 


It is hard for people to realize that very 


young children may be Christians, but 
such is the fact, and great harm is done 
to children in not recognizing their 
spiritual needs and employing just such 
means as will best bring out and de- 
velop their spiritual natures. __ 

On the question, ‘‘ How can the en- 
ergy and enthusiasm of the young men 
of the Church be enlisted for Christ ?”’ 
Prof. Smith, of Andover Theological 
Seminary, was the first speaker. He 
said that the question accepted for 
granted the commencement of a Chris- 
tian life, and the matter under consid- 
eration was how to carry on and de- 
velop that life. It is essential that 
Christians have a symmetrical growth 
and development, and they can only 
secure this by taking Christ as their ex- 
ample, and always living near him. 
We must have charity toward our fel- 
low Christians. Unity does not neces- 
sarily imply uniformity, and he consid- 
ered it one of the best attributes of the 
Christian Associations that it brought 
together in one organization men of 
different denominations. He alluded 
to the harsh criticism which had lately 


been made in regard to.a recent sermon 


of Rev. Wm. B. Wright, of Boston, by 
a professedly religious paper, and said 
that only a symmetrical Christianity, 
which shall practically illustrate justice, 
love and charity, can ever awaken en- 
thusiasm among men. The Biblical 
direction is to ‘‘ put on Christ,” and 
the need of Christians is to come into 
close personal union with God and 

Gen. O. O. Howard made an earnest

Let young men be placed in 
responsible positions in the church, and 
if they sometimes make mistakes, these 
will do them good. It is sometimes bet- 
ter to ‘‘ speak to mortification ” than to 
‘‘speak to -edification.” Sometimes 
young men are said to be too fast, but 
that is a good fault. There is.more en-

When these churches 
are next moved, the probability is they 
will .be located somewhere between 
Larkin and Van Ness Avenue and Sut- 
ter and Eddy streets.” 

When a congregation is about to 
erect a costly house of worship, the site 
chosen should be with reference to the 
wants of the congregation for at least 
fifty years. It is now pretty evident 
that all houses of worship east of Leav- 
worth street will be considered ‘*‘ down 
town ” inside of fifteen years.

brought up at San Quentin, where he 
will. have a whole year for reflection. 
There is also a law upon the statute- 
book of this State, making the sale of 
liquor to Indians a crime—a felony, if 
we are not mistaken. And yet there is 
hardly a county in the State where 


there are Indians, that liquor is not sold| 
to them, openly or clandestihely, by| 


white men. We chanced, not long 
since, to bring: up for a few moments 
at a store in the northern part of Sono- 
ma county. Asthere were no villages or 
farm-houses near, we were curious to 
learn of the trader where he found his 
customers. He frankly admitted that 
the Indians in that vicinity were his 
best. customers. The leading article 
which he had for sale was whisky. 
Whenever even-handed justice is meted 
out, we shall expect to hear that this 
country trader and a great many more 
of that ilk, have reduced their sales ma- 
terially. 

Nearly all of the ‘‘ Mission Indians 2 
have become worthless vagabonds, 
through strong drink. They can get it 
at nearly every village to which they 
resort. In every such place there are 
some liquor sellers who are willing to 
incur the hazard of a violation of the 
statute for this paltry gain. It may be 
well to remind this class of liquor sell- 
ers that, under the amended Constitu- 
tion, the testimony of Indians is admis- 
sible in all State and Federal courts. 
An Indian may be perfectly competent

A Royal Decree for Fasting. 


It is remarkable that within a few 
days of the time designated by Presi- 
dent Grant for a day of Thanksgiving 
throughout the United States, the King 
of Prussia and ruler of the North 
German Confederation issues a decree 
for a day of Fasting and Prayer through- 
out hisdominions. The decree, accord- 
ing to the brief telegraphic announce- 
ment, refers to the great religious move- 
ment which now agitates Europe, and 
calls on the people to petition for Divine 
guidance and protection. 

The particulars of this religious move- 
ment are not given. But we are led to 
infer that the reference is, in part, to 
the Ecumenical Council, to convene on 
the 12th of December; and to the strifes 
and collisions which may result from 
that Council. It is nearly three hundred 
years since the meeting of the last Coun- 
cil. There has been some progress since 
that time. The great triumphs of Prot- 
estantism have been achieved. Roman 
Catholicism, although the same in the- 
ory, is no longer the dominating power 
that it was at the time of the last Coun- 
cil, or even a century ago. Despotic 
power has everywhere been shaken. 
And at no time during the last century 
has the temper-of European states been 
more adverse to ecclesiastical interfer- 
ence with civil liberty than now. Pop- 
ular education has passed from the con- 
trol of the Church to that of the State, 
or to voluntary direction. Toleration 
of religious worship has been secured 
where such an idea would have been 
scouted even a quarterof a century ago. 
Marriage is a civil contract, no longer 
depending for validity upon the sanc- 
tion. of the Roman Catholic Church. 
The public conscience is no longer a 
matter to be settled by the Church} 
through any arbitrary decrees, except 
80 far.as individuals consent to this con- | 
trol. The legislation of the Roman Pon-| 
tiff and his Council is not supreme in 


the sense that it can subordinate the} in halls, in chapels—wherever the peo-

Beecher and on Free 
Churches, 


Henry Ward Beecher and! Joseph T. 

Duryea both preach in Brooklyn. They 

both preach in crowded churches. They 

are men of the masses, too. Their sym- 

pathies are with the people. We have | 
been interested in what they have to 

say on the subject of free churches. : 
Mr. Beecher says that the law of 

equivalents is a most healthful law. It 

is a law of the globe that men shall : 
render a fair equivalent for what thes | 
receive. It is perilous to go upon any 
other principle, even in charities. ‘‘I 
do not,” therefore, ‘‘ believe in free 
churches. - It is better that men should, 
buy the seat they occupy, than that they 
should have it free. It is not safe that 
men should take things without giving 
an equivalent for what they take. It 
transcends that interior subtle law of 
equableness which is to guard self-re- 
spect and maintain character and integ- 
rity in man. Where governments have | 
already pauperized the people, I can 
conceive that free churches are a great | 
blessing; but in a community of free- 
men, where labor is unshackled, where 
thought is unharnessed, and where men 
have boundless opportunity of taking 
care of themselves, it ought to be con- 
sidered an insult to a man to offer him 
|a seat in a church free, if he is able to 
earn it for himself. You might as well 


| offer men free houses on the street, and 


free tickets on the railroads and steam- 
boats, and a free Fulton market, and a | 
free bank—everything free! And what 
is a man that labors for nothing and gets 
everything for nothing? A savage.”

Peninsula being that-it mérely 
a wilderness, but a de- 
void of vegetation, and with 
rocks and scoria, ‘and urning, 
drifting sand. 

With these impressions ot read in 
Moses’ history, that when Israel came 
out of Egypt, they brought with them 
into this same desert, ‘‘ Flocks and 
herds, even much cattle.” And after 
forty years’ sojourn therein,when ready 
to cross over Jordan, instead of all 
their cattle having perished, the same 
historian again records: ‘‘ The children 
of Reuben and the children of Gad had 
a very great multitude of cattle.” 

Now the puzzle was to understand 
how those immense herds of cattle not 
only lived but so greatly multiplied, in 
such a region. Did they, with their| 
owners, live upon manna, and take an 
occasional feast upon quails ? Better 
information instructs us, that large 
portions of the territory over which the 
Israelites journeyed and encamped, 
consist of the same kinds of soil, and 
are covered with the same species of 
vegetation, as most of the Great Amer- 
ican Basin, the Artemisia—Sage Bush— 
being the predominant shrub in both. 

Experience is fast demonstrating that 
Utah and Nevada— vast territories, 
larger than New York, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania—are among ‘the finest sto 


horses, cattle and sheep not only live, 
but thrive and grow fat all the year 
round, without a handful of grain or 
barn feeding. Flocks and herds can be 
here multiplied to an almost, unlimited 
extent. Shepherd days are returning. 

A grass called Bunch grass, from the 
productions of each root growing in a 
separate clump, is a favorite pasture, 
not only in its early summer greenness, 
but after drying on the stock in July; 
the rainless, dewless atmosphere pre- 
serves it like newly mown hay until 
winter. 


White Sage is an abundant perennial | 


shrub about two feet high ; oily and 
pungent in its summer greenness, in 
which condition it is never tasted by 
cattlegbut when the frosts of winter 
have unfitted nearly all other vegetation 
for grazing purposes, this plant is ren- 


dered soft and palatable by the freez-| 


ing. In this condition horses, cattle 
and sheep become very fond of it, and, 
as an article of food, it is healthful and 
nutritious. The snow in the great val- 
leys never altogether covers this really 
pretty shrub, which is likely to prove 
of as,much money-value to the immense 
State of Nevada, as all her rich silver 
mines. There is a sufficiency of it 
growing on millions of acres, as yet 
unreached by graziers, to winter all the 
cattle in the, United States.

The History | of an Qat. 


In the spring of ‘of 1864, Mr. D. W. 
Ramsdell, one of the most enterprising 
farmers of Vermont, had a single oat 
handed him, found in a package of peas 
received from the Agricultural Bureau 
at Washington. It so attracted his at- 
tention, that he planted it in his garden 
for experiment. Its surprising growth 
and size, its ability to ripen as soon as 
the common oats, and above all its 
yield of 2,785 grains, being from four 
to six times that of the old kind, and 
of superior quality and weight, induced 
him to preserve all for further experi- 
ment. After giving a few to the Agri- 
cultural Bureau, and to some of “his 
friends, in the spring of 1865 Mr. 
Ramsdell sowed 2,040 vrains on land 
of fair quality, and was rewarded by 
the wonderful yield of three bushels and 
one quart. By this time the fame of 
this marvelous oat began to spread, and 
letters were received from all parts, 
many persons offering any price for a 
small quantity. In 1867, Mr. Rams- 
dell sowed fourteen acres, and the re- 
sult confirmed all previous evidences of 
its superiority over all other known 
oats. In the same season trials were 
made by farmers in different sections of 


climate and soil, and the reports were 
enthusiastic in their praise. The pro- 

duct of ‘the third year with the Norway 
Oats furnished sufficient seed to enable 
Mr. Ramsdell to offer several hundred 
bushels for sale. He therefore an- 
nounced this fact by a short advertise- 
ment in three of the leading papers of 
than he could fill.
